Survey Made For Line From G. T. P. 
tn the Brazeau Coal 
Fields. 


William Burns, a C.N.R. surveyer 
and engineer, and E. M. Hill, d@esist- 
ant engineer, returned to the city yes- 
terday from the country west of Ed- 
monton, They have been engaged for 
the past eight months in earvey work 
for the Canadian Northern in the Bra- 
zeau river district, Mr. Burns was 
thrown from his horse on the return 
trip to Edmonton, and injured his 
leg.

No definite statement has been 
made as yet by C. N. R. officials as 
to when this line will be built. In 
view of the fact that the G, T. P. 
iine will be completed west of Edinon- 
ton to the McLeod at least, next year, 
it is probable that this air line of the 
C. N. R. will also be built next year, 
The coal mines in the Brazeau will 
probably be opened up this winter so 
that coal may be shipped out to Ed- 
monton by the end of next year.

The men, after terrible sufferings, 
were rescued by a volunteer crew

Dutch mail line. The reseue party, 
in charge of Chief Officer Wagemak- 
er, of the Prinz Willem,rowed through 
in an open boat and 


brought all the shipwrecked men in 
salety from the barren shores upon 
Which the Yumuri had stranded, The 
condition of the men when — they 
landed was. pitiful The hurricane 
was still blowing and the men were 
two miles from the Lighthouse, the 
only habitation on the island. The 
men etarted for the lighthouse

Buffalo, N.Y., Sept, 22.—‘The Presi 
dent has seen fit to give the Repub 
lican candidate another endorsement
